PHIL DANDO - goalkeeper (1). An Englishman, who was once with the famous Liverpool 
club. A model of consistency last season when he played in every match. Keen to win back his 
place. 

PETER WILLIS - full-back (2). Played with Leeds United and Preston North End in England 
and was a Yorkshire Schools representative. Age 21. Likes attacking down wing. Had 25 games 
in 1978, 

BILL SUMMERSCALES - centre-half (5). Very strong in the air, Summerscales was noted 
Supporters Club ‘Player of the Year’ in Newcastle in 1978. Was in Rudi Gutendorf’s prelimin- 
ary national squad recently. English-born. Age 30. 

ROY DRINKWATER - centre-half (6). An ever-present last year, Drinkwater captained 
Newcastle in its first PSL season. Earned the wrong sort of headlines last year through ‘‘own 
goals’’ but seems to have conquered that problem. Age 25. 

COL CURRAN - full-back (15). One of Australia’s greatest home-born players, Curran was, 
without doubt, a world-class player in his prime. Now approaching veteran stage, Curran is still 
a defender of outstanding ability. Star of 1974 World Cup campaign. 

MALCOLM McCLELLAND - midfield (19). One of Rudi Gutendorf’s Under 19 stars, 
McClelland went to New Zealand with this year’s Australian Youth team but missed the trip 
to Paraguay. A hard-tackling redhead and product of Booragull High School. 

ARNO BERTOGNA - midfield (7). Signed this season from Perth Azzuri, this Australian- 
born player has a bright future. Served his Soccer apprenticeship with Sheffield United and 
also in Germany. 

CRAIG MASON - midfield (4). Another of KB’s Englishmen, Mason started his career with 
Arsenal. Had a great 1978 season. playing in every match and scoring some spectacular goals. 
Age 22. 

PETER TREDINNICK - midfield or winger (16), Has not made the expected progress this 
year after being rated (with Greg Woodhouse) Australia‘s outstanding player in the Youth 
Championships in Paraguay. At 18, he is surely heading for a big Soccer career. 

BRETT COWBURN - midfield (22). Yet another of the Newcastle players who has inter- 
ested Rudi Gutendorf. Cowburn’s good performances for Newcastle in recent weeks have 
earned him selection in Australia’s Youth squad. 

KEN BODEN - centre-forward (9). Age 28 and one of the most gifted strikers in Australia, 
Boden is booked to play a big part in Australia’s next World Cup challenge. Voted by Soccer 
Writers as “PSL Player of the Year” in 1978, Boden was joint top scorer in the competition 
with 14 goals. English-born. 

GRAHAM HEYS - right-wing (10). Brought to Australia this year from non-League football 
in the north of England, red-haired Heys has made an instant impact. An English Youth inter- 
national, Heys at 22 is young enough to develop into star quality. 

JOE SENKALSKI - forward (12). Senkalski has been around NSW Soccer for several years 
but is still only 21. A boy wonder, Joe was interested in a career in England but finally settled 
here with Sydney Olympic. Returned to his home town when transferred to KB United. 

JOHN SNEDDON - midfield (14). Formerly a defender, Sneddon has become a very good 
midfielder. In 1977, Sneddon was winner of the Northern NSW “Best and Fairest” trophy. 
Age 26. In second season with Newcastle KB United. 

KEVAN KEELAN - forward (13). Arrived in Australia énly a few days ago from English 
non-League Soccer. Keelan is a striker who has been playing well for Stalybridge Celtic in the 
Se al League. KB hope his clearance will arrive in time for Keelan to play against Marconi 
today.
